Alfred P. Williams, aged sev enty - 
fou r y ears, a v eteran of 
the civ il 
war and for many y ears a resident 
of this cou nty , died abou t 8 o’clock 
Monday night ofjie a rt trou ble at his 
home 
on Sou th Broadway . 
Some 
time ago he was strick en with par­ 
aly sis 
bu t 
recov ered. 
Recently , 
howev er, he had su ffered from heart 
trou ble. 
He ate a hearty su pper and 
was sitting on the cou ch when he 
was 
su ddenly 
strick en. 
He 
fell 
back ward and his death occu rred a 
few’ moments later. 
On Au gu st 5, 19 11, shortly before 
his sev entieth birthday anniv ersary , 
Mr. Williams w’rote a brief accou nt 
of his life. 
He was born in W ash­ 
ington cou nty , Au gu st 29 , 18 41, near 
Little York , and resided at home u n­ 
til the death 
of 
his father. 
His 
father died when lie was abou t six ­ 
teen y ears old and he went west to 
liv e with 
an 
u ncle. 
He 
liv ed in 
K ansas and Missou ri u ntil w ar be­ 
tween the North and Sou th was de­ 
clared and then enlisted in the Six th 
Missou ri Mou nted 
Infantry , Com­ 
pany A. for six months. 
At the ex ­ 
piration of his term of serv ice he 
retu rned to Indiana, and re-enlisted 
in the Six ty -six th Indiana Infantry , 
Company F. 
At Washington, D. C. 
transferred to Company G, Fif­ 
ty -ninth Indiana regiment, on May 
30, 18 65, and serv ed u ntil the close 
of the contlict. 
He receiv ed his hon­ 
orable 
discharge 
in 
Indianapolis 
Ju ly 17 , 18 65. 
Mr. Williams then retu rned to his 
mother's home in Indiana. 
He was 
u nited in marriage to Miss Charlotte 
J. Meranda Nov ember 25, 18 68 , and 
to them were 
born 
eight children. 
Six of that 
nu mber 
died prior to 
their father’s death. 
Mrs. Williams 
died May 25, 18 8 5. 
On October 14, 
18 8 9 , he was again married to Nancy 
J. Ru therford, and to them two chil­ 
dren were born, 
one 
hav ing died 
early in life. 
His second wife died 
March 
2. 
18 9 8 . 
On 
Nov ember 2, 
19 66, he was again u nited in m ar­ 
riage to Mary L. Sarv er at Scotts- 
bu rg, who su rv iv es him. 
Many 
y ears 
ago Mr. 
William- 
u nited with the M. E. chu rch, 
lie 
was deeply interested in the work of 
the G. A. R. and attended all of the 
meetings of that organization when­ 
ev er his health permitted. 
He had a 
large circle of friends who regret to 
hear of his su dden death. 
The fu neral will he held Thu rsday 
morning from the residence. 
The 
remains will be shipped to Washing 
ton cou nty for bu rial.

health nurse, medical facts that 
s o ­ 
cial workers should know and the 
like arc to be discussed. 
One of the most important divi­ 
sions of the conference program is 
that pertaining to feeble-m inded- 
ness and insanity.” This is a question 
that has received the attention of 
social workers for years. 
During 
the conference state commissioners, 
the maintenance and conduct of in­ 
stitutions, insanity, a state or nation- 


al problem, and the relation of feeble­ 
minded to other social problems will 
he considered. 
Sectional meetings 
will he held during the week and 
special study of several problems 
which command attention now will 
he made. 
The danger of the use of alcohol 
among all classes of people will bo 
given particular attention. 
Temper­ 
ance is recognized as one of the 
surest means of solving many of the 
social problems. 
The study at this 
conference will lie made from the 
scientific and psychological stand­ 
points and will embrace the attitude 
of large employers towards the use 
of alcoholic drinks among their men, 
and the relation of the workman to 
the alcoholic problem. 
A five minute 
round table discussion will be held on 
the question, “ What to do when a 
Breadwinner is Intemperate?” 
Social reforms taking up social 
needs and requirements, public and 
private charities and the best methods 
of giving charity and the problem of 
dealing with the unemployed will he 
thoroughly discussed. 
The local charities and corrections 
board has done a vast amount of 
good in this community and several 
of the members are planning to at­ 
tend the convention with the aim of 
familiarizing 
themselves

newest methods of dealing with the 
various problems so that the best ap­ 
plication can he made in this com­ 
munity.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 
SHOWS DANGER OF FLIES 


Value 
of 
Elimination 
Campaign 
Pointed Out— Removal of Likely 
Breeding Places. 


Indianapolis April 
10.—With the 
inspiration of 
what has 
been ac­ 
complished in the last few years of 
the campaign of swatting the fly, the 
state board of health has just s ta rt­ 
ed another campaign to arouse the 
people to 
the dangers 
which lurk 
wherever flies congregate. 
The fly 
swatting campaign has become a n a­ 
tional 
pastime and 
this year 
the 
board predicts great results will be 
obtained. 
The 
value of 
the cam­ 
paigns in early summer is shown by 
the statistics of scientists which 
prove that one fly may have 195,- 
312,500,000,000 descendants in one 
year. 
The new flies which survive 
the winter thus 
produce the enor­ 
mous 
numbers 
which 
haunt 
and 
plague mankind. 
Flies are hatched in dirt, live in 
dirt and through dirt,*’ says the state 
board. 
‘‘Flies are enabled to carry germs 
of all diseases but principally typhoid 
fever and summer complaint through 
the fuzz on their feet. Some persons 
say one fly can carry 5,000,000 bac­ 
teria on its body. 
“ Flies carry tuberculosis germs. 
‘‘If people cleaned the flies out of 
their houses, stores, markets and sta ­ 
bles while the weather is so cold the 
fly is inactive and then keep their 
places so 
clean the 
fly could 
not 
thrive, the pest would disappear and 
so would many diseases. 
‘•Stable refuse piled up and permit­ 
ted to decompose provides a breed­ 
ing place 
for flies. 
Treat it with 
lime 
every little 
while to 
kill the 
eggs, and keep it well screened. 
“The little flyspecks are the excreta 
of the fly and may contain millions 
of germs. 
“Enwrapped bread may he slightly 
cheaper but it is also a place for the 
fly excreta after the fly has visited 
scenes of filth and dirt. 
“The mother who wonders where 
her baby caught typhoid should re­ 
member the day she 
lilted the 
fly 
from the baby's milk and then pour­ 
ed the milk over the baby’s oatmeal. 
The baby was served with millions 
of bacteria. 
“Fly 
traps will 
assist the 
cam­ 
paign. 
In Washington 
last year, 
work w as 
given to 
the unemployed 
and fly traps constructed. 
Newspa­ 
pers 
purchased them 
and donated 
them to the 
city. 
Thousands 
and 
millions of flics were destroyed.
